Malko Tumovo, before Brushlyan* 

c # A 3**srch concrete bridge, 30 meters long, located over the Veleka River be- 
tween Brushlyan and Zvezdets* 

d. A 3-arch concrete bridge 30 meters long, located four or five kilometers 
north of Zvezdets* and 

e. A reinforced concrete bridge, located at Poda, over the canal connecting 
Mandren Lake with the Black Sea (N U-226, E 26-30) .

8. The main highway bridges near Sofia are as follows* 

a* A reinforced concrete bridge 80 to 100 meters long over the Iskur River 
on the Sofia-Plovdiv highway just outside Sofia* 

b* A reinforced concrete bridge approximately 200 meters long ever a generally- 
dry stream bed near Ikhtiman, on the Ikhtiman-Sofia highway, said to be the 
longest bridge in Bulgaria* 

c • A reinforced concrete bridge 80-100 meters long over the Iskur River on the 
Sofia-Pirdop highway near Sofia*

e. Two large reinforced concrete bridges over the Struma River near Kyustendil, 
on the Sofia-Kyustendil highway. 

Railroad Lines 

o. The railroad lin es from S 0 fia to Varna and Vidin leave from the north of , the city, 
branching after they pass Mesdra (N lt3~0 9, E 23—1*0) station. Railroad lines to 
Makotsevo (N ^2-1*1, E 23-U8), Karlcvo, Kazanluk, and Burgas extend from Sofia to 
the east: to Plovdiv to the southeast! to Pernik (now Dlmitroyo) and Petrich to 
the southwe3t| and to Dragoman (N H2-S>6 } E 22-56) and Bankya (N U2-U2 , B 23-06, 
to the west, ^he line to Bankya branches off the line to Dragoman at Voluyak 
(N l*2-l*7, E 23-lU). 

10. The Sofia-Vidin and S 0 fia~Lom railroads are single-track, standard gauge lines 
served by three passenger trains daily, two of which stop at Lom and one of 
which continues on to Vidin. The trains carry freight cars for Lom and Berko- 
vitsa. The Lom line, also single-track and standard gauge, branches off the 

Hwa a-h T . There are tunnels b etween Sofia and Mezdra station ) Zoaa 

near Bov (N 1*3-03, E 23-22) station, 25X1 
immediately after a large steel bridge over the Iskur River. From^this point on 
as far as Mezdra there are w many* large steel bridges over the Iskur River 
because the railroad follows the course of the river. There are also steel 
bridges over the Ogosta River near Boyehinovtsi (H 1*3-29. E 23-19) station, over 
the Tsibritsa River, the Lom River near Brisartsi (N 1*3-40, E 23-01*) station, and 
over the Afcchar River. 

12. A narrow-gauge railroad operates between Tsarevo and Kosti (N l*2-0l*, E 27-1*8), 
passing through Brodilovo (N 1*2-05, E 2 7-50), the purpose of transporting 
timber from the Strandzha Mountains. The line is now being extended to a large 
lumber mill on the southern bank of the Veleka River 300-1*00 meters southwest 

of Kosti. An 80-meter steel bridge with three concrete piers is being constructed 
over the Veleka River for the new line. This line is not presently used for 
passenger traffic, but passenger service is being considered. A timber and 
parquet factory at Brodilovo is also serviced by the Tsarevo-Kosti line. 

13. An electric railroad following one bank of the Iskur River from Sofia to Mezdra 
is under construction.
